One can thus possess’ the very latest. that 
science has. to. offer on terms which are 
moderate in the extreme. 

NOW AND THREE YEARS AGO. . 

Radio ‘reception “is very different to-day 
from what it was three or four years ago. 
It is now possible to reproduce the sounds 
made in the studio with uncanny faithfulness. 
And one does not need to, be a radio en: 
gineer to do this! The all-electric receiver 
has removed cne of the greatest difficulties 
in the way of making radio popular; People 
living in out-of-the-way places complained of 
the drudgery associated with battery 
charging. The. set which has been designed 
to ote’ its necessary current from the 
house electric lighting circuit renders batteries 
in any shape or, form: unnecessary. The cnn 
stant supply of current—the cost of which 
is negligible—makes it possible to dbtain 
those signals. of which we used to dream a 
few years ago. It must not be imagined that 
I am decrying the ‘use of batteries. I: am 
not. They still are very necessary to many 
of us. We have the consolation, however, ol 
knowing that the modern H.T. or L.T. 
battery gives 50 per cent. longer life and 
better service than its forbears of the early 
days. Who does not remember the tinny 
squeak of the early loud speakers? Those 
spidery speakers like a ship’s ventilator 
pinched in the middle! But how proud we 
were of the squeaky music which sometimes 
emanated from them. Gone, gone, are those 
squeaky days. The moving-coil speaker now 

ives us. that depth of tone which makes 
or realism. If it does ‘not give an even 
response over all the musical frequencies, it 
is probably due. to its method of operation. 
I have heard the top notes equally true with 
the low ones, , ae 

One could go on: enumerating the coynt- 
less advances made on the technical side of 
radio. They are now accomplished facts, and 
when long-sceptical musicians have come 
enthusiastically into the hstening fold it is 
proof that, if perfection has not yet been 
obtained in reception, it is not very he off. 

I would advise every reader of this column 
to make a point of listening to the loca] pro- 
gramhmes during the week. They are not 

rfect; but they do contain many interest- 
ing ‘items. I. would also suggest that every 
non-listener should beg, borrow or buy at 
least a crystal set in order to participate in 
the 2RN programme" competition which is 
being held this week. _ Further details of this 
competition will be found on Fage 6 of this 
paper.

THIS: WEEK'S BIG SALE IN 
LONDON. 

The most important, sale so far this season 
is that, of the late Mr, Barnet Lewis, which 
will take Messrs. Christie, Manson . and 
Woods a full week to dispose of, commencing 
to-morrow and concluding next Monday. The 
collection ‘is catalogued in sexree sections—old 
silver, furniture and objects of art, and 
pictures and drawings. 

The silver will be sold to-morrow, and con- 
sists of 183 lots, which include representative 
Fa of the different periods from Charles 

. to George IV.; many of the lots are from 
celebrated collections. Among the most im- 
portant are a pair of Queen Anne silver-gilt 
tazze by Pierre Platel (1704), a pair of 
William IJI. silver-gilt cups and covers by 
J. Ward (1698)—both from the collection of 
the late Duke of Cambridge; a Charles II. 

-tankard and cover by J. Plummer, York 
1665), and a Commonwealth posset-pot dated 
1656; two William and. Mary tankards, with 
covers, one plain, dated 1694, the other silver- 
ilt, with embossed and chased barrel, dated 
691, and a fine silver-gilt cup and cover by 
David Willaume (1733). Candlesticks are a 
feature of the collection, the outstanding lot 
Leing a set of four Queen Anne Irish table 
candlesticks made by David King, Dublin, in 
1702. The design is unusyal for this period, 
the stems. being vase-shaped and the bases 
triancular on shell feet 

FURNITURE AND OBJECTS OF ART. 

Old French furniture and objects of art 
will ‘occupy Wednesday and Thursday. A 
few fine specimens of Chinese porcelain of 
the Kang-He dynasty includes a pair of 
powdered-blue bottles of triple-gourd shape, 
enamelled with flowers and birds in reserved 
panels. A beautiful statuette in white marble 
of ‘*‘Flora,”’ by Claude Michel (signed), is 
another attractive piece in the objects of art 
section. 

The French furniture is rich in exarp'es 
of Louis XV., Louis XVI. and Regence 
periods, many being stamped with the makers’ 
names and gleaned from notable collections. 
A Louis XVI. oval table, 18 inches wide, said 
to have belonged to Marie Antoinette, came 
from the ‘collection of the Marchioness 
Conyngham in 1908, and an important Louis 
XVI. ‘small upright marqueterie secretaire, 
47 inches high, stamped R.V.L.C. (La Croix), 
is from the collection of the Dowager 
Countess of Strafford (1892). From the collec- 
tion of Viscount Gormanston (1902) came a 
louis XV. commode, 57 inches wide, stamped 
J. F. Oeben, with a pair of encoignures, 
ól inches wide, en sutte, an the 
Hecksher collection (1898) is represented 
by a Regence ‘commode and cartonniere 
6 feet high and a Louis XV. conimode. 
From the sale of Mrs. C. R. Robert's, of New 
York (1898) was obtained a carved gilt-wood 
auite of Louis XVI.,» consisting of a pair 
of .settees and six fauteuils covered with 
Beauvais tapestry, and an Empire fire-screen 
mounted. with a panel of Aubusson tap:stry. 
Upwards of : twenty clocks, of the same 
periods as te furniture, with ormolu 
candelabra and. vase en sutfe are also in 
catalogue, the movements being by the “well: 
known makers, Thicry, C'tchard, Cronier, 
Filon, Le Pante and Robin. 

THE PICTURES. 

On Friday the principal pictures. will be 
sold, preceded by about 60 drawings by 
Turner, David “Cox,. Copley Fielding, William 
Hunt, arid others. Five of the Turner 
drawings are familiar, having been engraved 
for “" England and Wales,” ‘* The Keepsake,” 
etc.  ‘‘Chatham from Port Pitt” is an 
extensive view ‘on «the Medway, with ' the 
town in the middle distance, and “St 
Germaine-en-Laye’”’ is a fine’ view of the 
Seine, with a wooden bridge on' the right 
and numerous figures in the foreground ; both 
were painted about 1830. “' Un the Orwell,’ 
by Gainsborough, shows undulating country 
with cattle in the foreground ‘and a castle cn 
the left. “A Bouquet,” by Van Uuysum 
(signed), a. fine dewer-plach, has pesred 
through several noted collections and is 1e- 
ferred to.in Smith’s Catalogue Laisonné. 
Roses, auriculas and poppies are shown in a 
terra-cotta vase with a chaffinch’s. nest on a 
marble slab, the usual! moth and butterfly are 
also present. Sir Thomas Lawrenee is repre- 
sented by four female portraits, the haif. 
length seated of Lady Elizabeth Whitbread 
being a striking picture. Sir Joshua 
Reyonds. only appears once in the catalogue 


| With an unnamed bust — of a lady in 


white muslin dress and an ermine-trimmed 
blue cloak. ‘There are two good mele 
portraits by Romney, “ Thomas Wildman,” 
and a portrait of an’ unnamed gentleman. 
“Lydia,” by Rev. M. W. Peters, R.A. 
shows a young woman reclining’ in bed facing 
the spectator, and is a picture full of life. 
“Leigh Woods,” by Patrick Nasmyth, is a 
view of the woods with gypsies round a camp- 
fire wnder an old oak in the foreground, end 
is* the best of the seven canvases by this 
artist. 

The acumen in collecting displayed by the 
late Mr. Lewis is seen in the 20 pictures 
by George Morland, most of which were 
gleaned from-:authoritative sources. From 
the Louis Huth collection in 1915 came 
‘* Morning : Higglers Preparing for Market’ 
(engraved by D. Orme); ‘‘ The Country 
Stable’? (engraved by W. Ward), and ‘A 
Winter Scene. Two of the series of 4 
plates, engraved by. G. Keating, under the 
title, “The Deserter’’—namely, ‘ The 
Deserter Taking Leave of his Wife’’ (No. 
3), from the collection of Sir Walter Gilbey, 
Bart. (1915), and “The Deserter Pardoned”’ 
(No. 4), from the collection of Mr. Chns- 
topher: Bushel! (1906) appear in this cata- 
logue. Others from Sir Walter’s sale are 
“The Effects of Extravagance and Idleness’’ 
(engravings by W. Ward); ‘* The Dipping 
Well, “The Power of. Justice,” *‘Skating,” 
and a pair of foxhunting subjects, ‘‘ Going 
to Covert,’’ and '“ The Death.” Perhaps 
the best’ known to the general public Js 
“Blind Man’s Buff,’”’ one of the most 
popular plates engraved by Ward. 

THE DRAWINGS, 

Monday’s sale will be remarkable for the 
number of Birket Foster drawings to come 
under the hammer, no less than 116 winding 
up the sale. If prices are maintained at 
the high level ruling of late for this artist’s 
work the total should be memorable. The 
drawings include examples from Foster's 
Various tours, Continental, Scotch, Welsh, 
and South-West of England, whilst Surrey 
scenes are numerous. An important ‘‘Venice’’ 
(255 x ó) is a market day scene on the 
Giudecca, with barges, gondolas and nume- 
rous figures in foreground, the Doge’s Palace 
and Church of Santa Maria della Salute 
being seen on the opposite side of the canal. 

Two very attractive rural compositions are 
“The Meet ”’ (27 x 59), showing a group of 
peasant children at the edge of a wood 
watching the meet of huntsmen and hounds, 
an extensive view of open country is shown 
in background ; and, “' Passing the Flock,” a 
farm cart, with several children in it, try- 
ing to pass a flock of sheep driven by a 
shepherd boy. This is a charming picture 
in a Surrey lane setting. 


BIRD: HABITS. 


DANGER TO IRISH BREED OF 
GROUSE. : 

The danger to the Irish,. breed of. grouse, 
arising out of. the importation into this 
country of. English species, was referred to 
in the course of an :interesting talk. given 
by the Rev, Father Kennedy to the members 
of the Dyblin. . Naturalists’ Field Club, “in 
the Natural History section of the Museum 
last. Saturday. . 

Father Kennedy said that the two breeds 
were probably the same in past: ages. before 
the sea. divided the two islands, but now 
they had developed on different. lines. The 
Irish bird was suited to this country, and 
there was always the possibility that when 
the English species was imported it might 
be a carrier of disease, to- which it was 
immune itself, but might communicate to 
the Irish . breed. 

Turning to other birds, Father Kennedy 
told of an experience, which he had when 
he spent. a day in County Wicklow. with 
another “student of bird habits. They were 
on the look-out for corncrakes, but there 
was nope to be seen or heard. . However, 
by imitating their cry with an ingenious 
contrivance which they carried: with them, 
namely, a i gg jaw bone of a cow, 
which yielded a harsh sound when scraped 
across with a straight bone, they caused 
a pair of corncrakes to appear immediately. 
This ‘bird, said the lecturer, guarded its own 
feeding territory jealously, and when another 
made its presence’ known, would investigate 


immediately in order to find and drive out 


the intruder.

Important Points. 


As for the. important points in the modes 
themselves, the word has already been tlung 
to. the four winds that skirts are a little 
fuller and a little longer; and, for formal 
evening wear, much longer, with trains, un- 
even hemlines and floating panels. 

Some dresses show the old normal: waist- 
line; in others the waistline is creeping up 
to above the hips, giving. a, different pro- 
portion to the silhouette. The only position 
the waistline has not yet achieved. is under 
the arm-pits. But, who knows—this may be in 
fashion next autumn. 

The silhouette has changed, as a matter of 
fact, so that the skirt has greater im- 
portance than the bodice.

These garments moulded to the figure get 
their fullness by means of. flares and. godets 
inserted. in a complicated manner known to 
the Parisian seamstress as “ Point Turc.”’ 


Close-Clinging Hats. 


Glancing round to-day, we are forced to 
realise that the new.hats, which cling close 
to the head, and fall a little off the forehead 
and down on to the neck, form one of the 
happiest inspirations of the modistes. 

All except the simplest. trimmings are stil! 
strictly taboo. Hats are allowed to show 
their personality only in the absence of all 
ostentation, and, in consequence, the milliners 
are continuing to show us how to be smart, 
without any elaboration. 

In an endeavour to find something new, 
the modistes are making the crowns of the 
spring hats play as great a part as the brims 
in the scheme of decora.ion. 

The shape which will probably have the 
greatest vogue ‘this summer is made with a 
graceful brim bent in such a manner that it 
shows a little of the crown above the brows, 
with the result that an effect is achieved the 
charm of which reminds us of the pretty hats 
which Marie Antoinette’ wore when shé 
played at. shepherdess.on her little farm at 
the Petit Trianon.

CORK, Sunday. 
D ESPITE the attitude of the majority 
of the members of the Cork Borough 
regarding the lack of power 
vested in them under the Cork City 
Management Act, no concrete proposal 
has yet been put forward for its improve-

ment. 


At the last meeting of the Corporation 
the Lord Mayor (Alderman French, T.D.), 
made a long statement on the develop- 
ments since their recent decision to take 
no further part in civie administration 
until the powers of the City Manager had 
been reduced. He maintains that the 
Town Clerk and the City Solicitor should 
be taken from under the contro! of the 
Manager, and placed under the immedtate 
direction of the Council; tha the 
members should have the power to decide 
on the particular type of house to be 
erected under municipal schemes, and that 
they should possess the authority to dispose 
of corporate property——to the extent, at 
rate, that they should be entitled to 


anv 
whether or not to lease or sell or 


decide 
rent. 

Strony disapproval of the manner in 
which the Lord Mayor and his frends 
ventilated their grievance was expressed 
by Mr. Brabam Sutton, a member of the 
Coporation, in the commercial interests, 
who declared that the Business Party had 
found themselves unable to transact the 
business of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee owing to the absence of a quorum. 
Mr. J. C. Foley, who has also expressed 
entire approval of the managerial 
local government, found himselt 
one ol a minority of four who disagreed 
with the motion that the Act needed 
amendment.

The income tax collection is well up to 
the standard set by the Budget estimates, 
and super tax, estate duties, and Customs 
are likely to justify the official calculations 
of vield. But Excise, stamps, and ordinary 
receipts from miscellaneous sources are far 
behind the Budget estimates, and are chiefly

The yield oí the Excise duties is £7,000.000 
less than at this time last year, while the 
decline in the revenue from stamp duties 
amounts to £4,500,000. On the expenditure 
side, the debt interest charge is much 
heavier than was expected. The gloomy 
view that is taken of the revenu® situation 
has led to the belief that Mr. Snowden will 
not be in a financial position to sacrifice the 
revenue of £3,500,000 which the McKenna 
duties on motor cars, etc:, produce.

Speaking at an Independent Labour Party 

meeting at Gillingham, Kent, last night, Mr. 
Fenner Brockway, M.P., wsaid:—' The 
Independent Labour Party definitely wants 
the Budget to be an instrument by which the 
national income will be more fairly distri- 
buted. Frankly, we should Jike to see Mr. 
Snowden in his next Budget levy additional 
taxation upon the wealthy and luxury classes 
of at least £200,000,000 per annum.”’ 
Mr. Brockway said that the Independent 
Labour Party believed that the Government 
should fight the next election on the funda- 
mental issue of Socialism. ‘‘The moment of 
our defeat must come,” he said; ‘‘so Jet us 
be defeated on something worth while, some 
thing which faises the basic challenge of 
Socialism.’”’ 

The Independent Labour Party desired to 
be loyal to the Labour movement, and he 
warned the Government that it would be 
making a great mistake if it attempted to 
take any action against those who were trying 
to press it forward toa bolder and more 
vigorous policy.

POSSIBLE BREAK WITH 
DUBLIN.

At the annual general meeting of the Cork 
and Munster Licensed ‘Trade Protective

That 
was a grievance, and, apart from the joss 
of several thousands of pounds to the city, 
there was the matter of inhospitality. The 
Trades Association and their colleagues in 
Dublin had been very friendly, Wut he could 
not help feeling. that their Dublin friends 
so Rick as their business with their assis- 
tants that they did not want extended hours 
on Sunday. If that were so, and if they 
were not sincere in their agitation for an 
extension of hours in the four principal 
cities, the traders in Cork and Munster 
would have to break with them, as far as 
that item was concerned. He belioved that 
if they showed a determined stand to the 
Government that exemption orders would be 
granted on these special occasions.

LIBRARY. 


ITS WORK AND AIMS.

Explaining the objects and aims of the 
Central Catholic Library at the annual 
general meeting of the Library at 18 Hawkins 
street, Dublin, yesterday, ay Fog 

The Rev. J. Ó. O'Connell, B.A., C.C., the 
outgoing President, said that the Library 
had been in existence for nine years, and had 
a collection of some 15,000 volumes. It was 
sometimes contended as an explanation cf 
the intellectual backwardness of their people 
in the matter of religion, that they had the 
faith, but the fact ihat they had the faith 
was no reason why they should not under- 
stand it and have a proper grip of it. 

The Library was of partic ar importance 
at the present day. This country was i 
course of reconstraction under a new 
régime, and intellectual activity in other 
spheres was very marked. ‘They had a 
central Government; university studies were 
spreading readily; the liturgical movement 
was going ahead, and in all these depart- 
ments they required to add to their intellec- 
tual stock. for that purpose he knew 
nothing better than the Central Catholic 
Library. 


SERIOUS PROBLEMS. 

For Catholics all kinds of serious problems 
were arising, and they required to know 
what the Catholic outlook was. There was 
a Catholic outlook on such matters as 
economics, betting, birth control, and censor- 
ship, about which they had heard so much 
recently. The Catholic Church had a very 
definite outlook on these matters, and this 
could be ascertained by the use of that 
Library. He recommended the Library very 
strongly to journalists. Reports of Catholic 
ceremonies appearing in the daily Press were 
ludicrous, generally silly, and most un- 
informed, showing a most deplorable want 
of knowledge on the pari of the writers. 
He considered, because of this, that that 
Library was essential to those who wrote 
for the papers nowadays. 

The Library was also of importance to the 
clergy, for university teachers, and, last, 
but not least. for their legislators. One ol 
the chief wants of the Library at present 
was premises to suit its rapid expansion. 
They were extremely anxious to: get some 
good bequests from someone interested in 
the intellectual study of Catholicism. They 
needed books, especially up-to-date books. 
They also wanted people interested in the 
supervision of the Lear. The whole system 
adopted there was voluntary, and they would 
welcome voluntary help. There were people 
whose intellects wanted to be helped, and 
it would be a work of intellectual mercy if 
that Library were brought under their 
notice. 

BLIND LEADING THE BLINO. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Cullen, Principal, Train- 
ing College, Drumecondra, in moving—** That 
the Central Catholic Library is worthy of 
support,” said it was not true to say that 
the people of Ircland were not a reading 
people. In remote parts of the country they 
did a great deal: of reading, but it was ol 
the wrong kiad. They had a constitutional 
objection to do their own thinking, and 
sought tainted sources of information. If 
people had difficulty in finding out what the 
Church taught, that Library was there to 
supply the want. It was amazing what 
problems were discussed in the country when 
the people were done talking about horses 
and playing cards. It was a ease of the 
blind leading the blind. They took up 
periodicals or English papers and discussed 
matters which sometimes put their faith in 
danger. The great problem before this 
Library was to make it known. 

He was afraid that the title rather repelled 
young people seeking knowledge. Some of 
these people would take the Catholic 
Central. Library as a place where 
old ladies met to read Jane Austen, 
and they would not be seen going into such 
a place. As a means of making the library 
better known he suggested the insertion of 
advertisements in the newspapers stating that 
questions about problems of the day would 
he answered or books supplied at the Catholic 
Central Library. That would be one way of 
bringing the truth within reach of those who 
sought it. The great problem before them 
was one of propaganda. ‘The young people 
of the coming generation were up against 
ideas capable of incalculable mischief, lo 
combat these was the work of an institution 
like that. He thought that there were great 
possibilities before the library, and it was a 
source of satisfaction that it had reached its 
present stage of development. 

POWERS OF CENSORSHIP. 

Mr. Hugh Law, T.D., who seconded, re- 
ferred to the Censorship of Publications Act, 
and said that he thought it would, produce 
much good. Censorship of itself in the very 
nature of the case was not enough. No 
matter what powers a Board of Censors had, 
these powers could only be limited in range. 
it could not take cognisance, 10 practice, of 
definite offences against the law. Jt could 
only in the nature of things condemp books 
because of particular indecency or otherwise 
objectionable features, oF because the book or 
paper propounded a particular doctrine. In 
the whole range of English literature, from 
the Reformation down, in the stream of 
novels poured out by hundreds of volumes, 
there was underlying all assumptions, or a 
group of assumptions which the Catholic 
Church did not accept, and these assumptions 
were exceedingly difficult to combat._ 

He quoted the dictum of Cardinal Newman, 
that by the promulgation of true ideals only 
could false ideas be expelled from the mind, 
and that. he took it, was the reason why 
that Library was worthy of support. . 

The motion was passed with acclamation. 

THE LIBRARY'S WORK. 

The Rev. 8. J. Brown. 8.J. (Hon. Libra- 
rian). outlined some of the practical work 
which the Library was endeavouring to 
carry out. It had, he said, published a cata- 
logue of novels and tales by Catholic writers 
which had gone into three editions, a fourth 
being in preparation. But now a more ambi- 
tious scheme had been undertaken—a 
Catholic Bibliography Series. It was hoped 
that this series would ph ote an intro- 
ductory survey of the field of Catholic Bibli- 
ography, a new edition of the catalogue of 
novels and tales, the general catalogue of 
the Library, an index of biographies’ of 
special Catholic interest, an extensive list of 
wants, running into some fifteen or twenty 
thousand items, and, possibly, further publi- 
cations. To bring this work to a successful 
conclusion more help both literary and finan- 
cial was needed. 

In the Lending Department the Library 
was building up two special. sections—one 
of books in Irish, which was already fairly 
well stocked, and the other of plays. It was 
huped that the latter might be useful for 
amateur theatrical entertainments. 

WORKS OF REFERENCE. 

The library was making a special effort to 
place at the disposal of the Press, and, in- 
deed, of any writers, a large selection of 
about 120 periedicals and also useful refe- 
rence books of all kinds. These included 
Catholic papers and magazines, from amongst 
other countries, the following--Germauy, 
France, Italy, Spain, America and Australia, 
It. was further boped that the Library might 
do something, however small, to pyremote 
better understanding and knowledge Between 
ourselves and foreign countries, especially 
Catholic countries; a study of international 
relations in movements for peace, and the 
oy ir of Nations itself. There waa a 
Catholic standpoint in each of these, and 
it was important that the seonshel * should 
contribute as much as possible to placing at 
the disposal of people books dealing witb 
these subjects. 

It was also important for them to promote 
betier understanding between ifferent 
peoples by providing a sort of international 
centre, where foreign residents in Dublin 
woyld be welcome, and where authentic in- 
formation about foreign countries, Catholic 
countries especially, ld be found. ff, 
he said, people who differed from them in 
religion visited the Library, he would like 
to say that these people would not find there 
any hostility or bitterness, but a kind] 
welcome. Nobody would inquire what fait 
a held. , | 

he Chairman, concluding the meeting, 
thanked the German Cherge d'Affaires and 
the Consul-General for Poland for. their at- 
tendance, and added that the Library owed 
a great deal to the kindness of these two 
gentlemen. 
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THE GREATER DUBLIN BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES - 
Sin,—I hope you will allow me, as a 
member of the Greater Dublin Commission of 
Inquiry, to make a few comments upon the 
Government’s pr ls before this week's 
second reading debate takes place. It is, I 
think, unfortunate that public attention 
seems to be concentrated almost exclusively 
upon the question of the appointment and 
powers of city rs. On this point it 
is sufficient to say that the proposals made in 
the bill are fundamentally different from 
those made by the Commission. Apart from 
ublic and Parliamentary criticism “of the 
ill’s provisions under this heading, the crisis 
which has arisen owing to the relationship 
between Council and manager in Cork City 
will, I feel confident, induce the Government 


the scheme propounded by the Commission. 

I propose, therefore, to draw your readers’ 
attention to two other matters, both of which 
appear to me to be of capital importance. 
First is the proposal that Dublin should be 
divided into two quite independent boroughs 
without a connecting link of any kind; and, 
second, is the exclusion from both boroughs 
of very large districts which the Commisston 
recommend for inclusion because they are 
either urbanised or show evidences of rapid 
urbanisation. I refer to such places as Car- 
rickmines, Foxrock, Mount Merrion, Stillor- 

an and Dundrum on the south side, and 
lowth, Portmarnock, Malahide, Baldoyle, 
Raheny and Coolock on the north side. It 
is computed that these urban centres and 
their surroundings provide five times as many 
residences for blin citizens as they pro- 
vided twenty years ago; and it is quite clear 
to any observer that this rate of overflow 
of citizens into the outer suburbs has been 
very greatly accelerated by the development 
of ‘the motor car and the omnibus. The 
result has been a demand for sewerage, 
water supply and other urban necessities. 
To meet these demands various local schemes 
have been promoted, or are now under con- 
sideration, by the county and rural district 
councils. The result of such schemes is patch- 
work, waste and extravagance. Unless they 
are now linked up in some unified plan of 
development their results must be waste upon 
a large scale, to be followed by ultimate 
abandonment as, and when, the present move- 
ment of population is continued over the next 
three or four years. Pr igh 

The proposal of the bill that these districts 
should be brought in by a —— rocess, 
as the result of inquiries held by, and orders 
issued by, the Minister for Local Government, 
is altogether unsatisfactory, and can do little, 
if anything, to meet the immediate neces- 
sities whieh have arisen. There is really 
nothing in the new proposal, The old Local 
(jovernment Board had similar, powers, but, 
for various reasons, found them quite useless. 
If, therefore, the bill is to meet even the 
obvious minimum necessities of the situation, 
it should be so amended that the new urban 
boundaries will approximate to those outlines 
recommended, after exhaustive inquiry and 
consideration, by the Commission. ; 

In the same connection, it is very difficult 
to understand why a provision should be 
made in the bill that the Urban District of 
Howth should be called upon, after a years 
delay, to apply for an extension of its 
boundares to include such places as Mala- 
hide, Baldoyle, Portmarnock, Raheny and the 
“ sorridor ” between Sutton and Dollymount. 
which, under the proposals of the bill, are to 
remain under County Council control. Such 
a provision merely means a postponement or 
procrastination where immediate action 1s 
necessary. The remedy is, of course, either 
to bring the whole of the northern coastal 
suburbs into the new city area, or, at once, 
to create a northern coastal council corre- 
sponding to the proposed southern borough, 

This brings me to the amazing proposal 
that Greater Dublin should be turned into 
two separate water-tight boroughs. I dis- 
close no secrets when Í say that the proposal 
to create a subordinate body for the South 
Coastal Borough was accepted after much re- 
luctance and hesitation by the members oi 
the Commission. Had the proposal been 
advanced in the form in which it now ap- 
pears in the bill, it would certainly have been 
promptly and unanimously rejected. Hore, 
again, the only possible way out of the dead- 
lock is to revert. in principle to the Com- 
mission’s receommendations and to establish 
some joint authority which would be respon- 
sible for such obviously common services as 
water supply, sewerage and road-making. 
The creation of such a joint authority, I 
might point out, provides the necessary link 
not merely’ between the City and South 
Coastal Borough, but between the City and 
North Coastal Borough. 

While there are many other points in the 
bill which it will be necessary to subject to 
analysis and criticism at a later date, I con- 
fine myself for the moment to the foregoing 
questions of major importance, which pre- 
sumably will be disposed of when the bill 
reaches its second reading stage this week. 
Allow me, however, to add a sentence or two 
upon another matter of major importance. 
The essence of the Commission’s report lay 
in proposals for the creation of a town- 
planning authority. While the Government 
have rejected the Commission’s finding under 
this heading, it is fortunate that Senator 
Johnson's Town~ Planning and Rural 
Amenities Bill has been so amended by the 
Seanad Committee that it can be dovetailed 
into the Greater Dublin Bill. Whether this 
dovetailing can be accomplished by wincor-

My hope is that the Government may de- 
cide to leave over every important issue to 
the free yote of the House, so that members 
of every party may be able to contribute 
their best brains and judgment to the per- 
fecting of a measvre which is not merely of 
first-class importance to every citizenofGreater 
Dublin. but is bound to react upon the whole 
future life of Saorstdt Hireann and upon the 
capacitv of Irishmen everywhere to achieve a 
big and complicated task of civic organisa- 
tion.— Yours, etc.,

OBITUARY. 
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THE BISHOP OF KILMORE, 

We regret to announce the death of the 
Right Rev. William Richard Moore, D.D., 
Bishop of Kilmore, Elphin and Ardagh, 
which took place yesterday at Kinawley 
Rectory. 

Ui ON August 5, 1858, he was the son of 
William Michael and Jane Moore, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin. He 
secured first honours and prize in mathe- 
matics in 1878, and his B.A. degree in 1881. 
He received his Divinity Testimonium (let 
class) in 1882. In 1901 he was made a 
Bachelor of Divinity, and in 1916 a Doctor 
of Divinity. 

He was ordained and appointed to the 
curacy of Templemichael, Co. Longford, in 
1882, where he remained for three years, and 
was Curate of Donnybrook, Co. Dublin, in

1885 and 1886; Rural Rean of Fenagh, 1891- 
1899: Incumbent of Kiltoghart, 1886-1907; 
Archdeacon of Ardagh, 1896-1915. He was 
Secretary to the Diocesan Council, 1897-1915; 
Incumbent of Templemichael and Chaplain 
of the workhouse, 1907-1915. Owing to the 
death of Or. Elliott in 1915, the Kev. Dr. 
Moore was elected by the united Synods on 
November 10th, 1915, to filll the vacant See. 
Dr. Moore was much beloved throughout 
the diocese. An excellent preacher, a sound 
logician and a wise ruler, the Church work 
of the diocese was carried on most efficiently 
under his direction and with his assistance.

The British Industries Fair at Olympia 
is doing great business, and_ the 
attendance yesterday exceeded all bounds :

Exhibitors in all classes 
say that they have done more . business 
than they did during the whole of the last 
year’s Fair. The Fair, in fact, is 
deriving a marked advantage from its 
change of quarters. Last year, in the 
terrible climatic conditions, the lot of 
the exhibitors was most unhappy; for 
an unlimited supply of gas heaters failed 
to keep out the icy blasts sweeping 
through the dismantled halls of the White 
City. Olympia is warmed well, lighted 
well, and for seller and buyer alike is 
comfortable. The conditions are not 
without their effect on both. I hear that 
the stands of the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland are doing remarkably 
good business. Northern Ireland's canned 
chickens are in request. and it seems 
possible that quite a big industry may 
develop in this line. 


Bacon Prices. 


A further rise in bacon prices 
mentioned, and it is expected that an 
crease of a penny per pound will be made 
shortly. English bacon is extrem 
scaree, and prices have risen to a high 
level than at any time since the po 
period about ten years ago. Pig-breedin 
in this country seems to be subject 
cycles of over-production or und:

duced the number of their pigs, or gave uv) 
breeding altogether.

Another contributing tactor 
recent years has been the prevalenc 
swine fever, which has had a discouragine 
effect upon production.

GAMES OF CHANCE. 
[t is not as if facilities, and plenty 
them, do not already exist in the State.

But, in 
v view, there is no need to enlarge their 
bers, much less to add facilities in 
of charity. HH people wish to 
upon chance they can play 
cames ot chance; there is racecourse 
betting. and they can buy and sell stocks 
and shares, 

“There is no hampering prohibition 
law against very extensive opportunity for 
staking money upon chance. The question 
ii: Do we need the provision or the 
senctioning, or even the commending of 
ny more? T would ask the State to give 
the same answer as it did some six years 
27o-—that 1s: * No,’ | 

“This is avery difficult question to 
handle, because it is so hard to put one’s 
finger on the precise point at which appeal 
io chance ceases to be harmless and he- 
comes evil. T dare not set out to make 
sins out of things which are not sins, ‘Yo 
be honest and frank with vou, I cannot 
for my own part say that, in itself, it is 
wrong for a man to make a bet that he 
can afford. 
it does not seem to me more wrong to 
waste money that way than any other way. 


BECOMES A HABIT. 

“ But vou cannot take the act as a 
simple thing, standing all by itself. The 
sct has an entire social history behind it, 
and the characteristic feature of the act 
of the appeal to chance is this: wherever 
human beings mak» the acquisition of 
money depend on the appeal to chance, 
the act of so doing does not stand alone-- 
it becomes part of a habit, part of a 
stream of tendency which develops into a 
passion. 

‘Tt is not the thing; it is what it leads 
to. That is the trouble. If onlv I could 
sav, ‘the whole thing from beginning to 
end is wrong,’ how much easier it would 
be for me. But personally I cannot say 
that, though there are a great many 
people who can—and they have this ad- 
vantage—clear-cut distinctions are’ far 
easier to handle than warnings based on 
the argument that ‘this is bad’ because 
von may go too far, or ‘that is bad’ 
because you may injure someone else. 

‘But the conditions of our life are 
such that it is by what our actions lead 
io rather than by any simple criterion 
that in so many ecases—and I believe in 
ihis one—we must judge them. 


DANGEROUS TENDENCIES. 

“Now, what dangerous tendencies do I 
observe in staking money upon chance! 
‘he reiterated appeal to chance is un- 
settling: it over-stimulates our minds and 
excites them in an unhealthy way. Most 
of us lead very humdrum lives. To-day 
is as yesterday, and to-morrow will be as 
to-day. Betting and gambling offer jan 
ever-renewable relief from this depressing 
sameness. They provide an artificia] 
stimulus for lives that know very Jittle 
variety. But it is not a healthy stimulus, 
It is no more healthy than drugs for jaded 
nerves. It exacts a sure penalty. The 
exploitation of chance very easily becomes 
a passion. It brings with it a feverish 
restlessness that lives from one appeal to 
chance to another. 

“There are nobler forms of mental 
stimulus and there are less noble; but 
probably the least noble and the least 
intelligent is the one which depends on 
the spin of a coin, the drawing of .a 
number, or the rolling of a ball. 

‘Man's main work in life is to sub- 
rdinate his world to his directing will 
and to eliminate accident. or. at Jeast, to 
insure against it; but in the organised 
ppeal to chance we have the multiplica- 
lion of accident and the pursuit of dis- 
order. A succession of uncertainties, accom- 
panied with the hope of money gain, is 
artificially provided, and man, reasoning 
aan. strikes a bargain with the incal- 
nlable, and makes anarchy his play 
fellow. 


A TREACHEROUS PLAYMATE. 


‘Now, chance is as treacherous a play- 
nate as spiritualism. The danger of a 
omplete’ disorganisation of the moral 
sense is the danger that awaits the man 
“ho ehallenges chance needlessly and 
liabitually. Men cán control their actions, 
vut they cannot contro] the consequences 
of their actions: and we know from re- 
corded experience how the unwillingness 

do steady work is one of the most 
‘inmediate sequels of the inordinate appeal 
'o chenee,

HAMLET OF 30 COTTAGES 
OVERWHELMED.

The littl hamlet of Villa di Mezzo, in 
the Province of Marche (East Central 
Italy), consisting of thirty cottages, has 
been overwhelmed by an avalanche. 

As far as is known at present there are 
thirteen people killed and nine injured. 
It us feared, however, that these figures 
will be imereased, since several of the 
cottages are still buried in the snow. 

The avalanche came from . Monte 
Petrano, one of the Apennine heights, and 
fell with such rapidity that the popula- 
tion of Villa di Mezzo had no time to 
escape. The avalanche also broke the 
telephone and telegraph cables and thus 
delayed the arrival of relief. 

When news of the disaster was received 
‘a number of people from the neighbour- 
ing villages went to the rescue on skis, 
and help was promptly organised by the 
local authorities with the assistance of 
soldiers.

For wearing a black shirt and black tie 
while walking about the streets, a youth at 
Cologne has been sent to prison for two 
months. 

The political police who arrested him 
stated to the magistrate that the attire in 
question was nothing less than the uniform 
of a Communist organisation, which is merely 
a eover for the prohibited Communist 
organisation known as the “ Red Front 
Fighters.’’ 

On the other hand, the youth maintained 
that the shirt and tie are the uniform of an 
anti-Fascist society, which has nothing to do 
with the “ Red Front. Fighters,’’ and is not 
prohibited hy Prussian law. The magistrate, 
however, accepted the statement of the police, 
and meted out the punishment mentioned. 
Even in anti-Communist circles here the 
sentence is considered in the circumstances 
to be exceptionally severe, and the magis- 
trate has come in for much criticism. Such 
a sentence, it is felt, will not affect the sup- 
pression of Communist activities.

Speaking of the Shannon ‘scheme, he 
expressed the: hope that efforts would be 
made to create industries so as to take 
up the powers" that would be made avail- 
able by that great scheme.

men. 

Tlie Chairman, responding, said that 
the Senate took an interest in the 
advancement of the country, and they 
felt that, with the help given to them by 
thinking people, they would be able so to 
manage their affairs as to bring about 
what would be to the advantage of the 
country as a whole. Taking the work of 
the Oireachtas from day to day, he said 
that all the problems that came before it 
received careful attention, and, while no 
Government could ever hope to give satis- 
faction to everyone, he thought, on the 
whole, that the thinking people of tlie 
country believed that the various measures 
passed by the Oireachtas had increased 
the prosperity of the country, 


THE ROYAL LINK. 

Mr. Esmonde, T.D. who also. re. 
sponded, began by saying that he 
would be immediately controversial. 
(Laughter.) He went on to say that the 
Oireachtas was composed of three parts, 
not the least of which was His Majesty 
the King, and he did not see why thev 
in Ireland should be ashamed of the fact 
that His Majesty the King was a part of 
the Oireachtas, because of the fact that 
His Majesty the King was the only link 
uniting them with all those creat 
countries, Canrda, Australia, — New 
4/ealand and South Africa, in the build.

He made reference to the recent visit 
to Belfast of Mr.. Baldwin, who suggested 
that they in the Trish Free State wore 
mere cencerned about their rights than 
their duties. “Mr. Baldwin,” Mr. 
Fsmonde continued, “ is entitled to his 
epinion, bus I think that we can respond 
with equal truth that the people of Great 
Britain have been in the last few years 
more concerned with their duties in the 
four corners of the earth than with the 
rights of their industries and their pro- 
ducers in their own country.”” He hoped 
that the spirit of Sinn Fein would spread 
in England, and that they would see a 
revival of prosperity in the centre and 
North of England which would redound to 
the prosperity of the Trish Free State, 


THE DIPLOMATIC TABLE. 

Speaking of the recent welcome in 
lreland to the representative of the Holy 
See, he said that it would have the effect 
of developing concord amongst the people. 
There was, he further said, one vacant 
chair at the diplomatic table in Dublin, 
and he hoped that they would before long 
have the privilege of welcoming the first 
permanent High Commissioner of Great 
Britain to the Irish Free State. The 
arrival of the. representative of His 
Majesty’s Government in the Free State 
would do inestimable good in producing 
peace and concord and friendly relations 
with Great Britain. 

He hoped that the Government would 
make representations to His Maiesty's 
Government in Great Britain to hasten 
the day when their relations with Great 
Britain would be put on a firm, above- 
board status, and prevent the kind of 
hole-and-corner process which had been 
going on for the last few years. 


IRELAND’S LEAD IN REGISTRATION. 

Mr. T. A. Gillespie, President of the 
Association, proposing the toast of ““ The 
Irish Free State Branch of the Associa- 
tion,” said that the Irish Free State 
branch was one of which the Association 
was very proud. That branch had estab- 
lished a Students’ Society. which, he 
believed, was prospering. The London 
Association of Accountants had been 
established. for twenty-five years, and 
he looked back upon those last twenty- 
five years with a _ feeling of pride 
at what the Association had achieved 
in that time.

THE SISTER BRANCHES. 

Mr. T. Goodall, vice-president of the 
branch, proposing the toast of ‘‘ The 
Sister Branches of the Association,’’ said 
that the Irish Free State branch was, un-: 
doubtedly, flourishing. It was no secret 
that during the past a months there had 
been a conference of several bodies and 
the Government on the question of regis- 
tration of accountants, and he was glad 
to say that a considerable measure: of 
agreement had been reached between those 
bodies and the representatives of the Free 
State on the matter.

to me by Captain D. G. Finch-Hatton in 
an exclusive interview to-day. . 

The narrative of the Prince’s experiences 
in the past ten days, of how he covered 


nearly a hundred miles on foot through | 


the thickest imaginable country in 
gruelling heat. and how he was robbed 
of the chance of ‘“‘bagging’’ a fine bul) 
elephant by the cruellest luck testified to 
his physical stamina and keen sportsman- 
ship. ‘‘It was one of the most splendid 
elephants [ have ever seen.” said Captain 
Finch-Hatton, discussing the animal. '“ It 
had. huge tusks which must have weighed 
about a hundred pounds each.”’ 

ELEPHANT HERD’S MIGRATION, 

“Well, to begin the story,’’ continued 
the celebrated hunter, “when the special 
train in which the Prince left Mombasa 
arrived at Mangu on the morning of 
February 12th, the party proceeded in the 
direction of Kasigau Hill. twenty miles 
to the south, where it is fustomary at this 
season of the year fpr elephants to 
assemble on their way jnorth for water, 
which is usually Jackingjin their southern 
haunts on the Tanganvilh border. Excep- 
tional rains have fallei.in this district 
recently, however, with ó e result that the 
animals have been able to obtain water 
an 1 nourishment without travelling north 
in their usual manner. | 

“ In consequence of this no fresh tracks 
were picked up, and. after sleeping out 
that night, the party returned to the 
train, in which they proceeded to Maktau, 
which was reached on the morning of 
February 14th. -The same afternoon the 
tracks of a big bull elephant were picked 
up. This anima! had been 
located by Baron Blixen, who accompanied 
us. 

i A LONG TREK. 

‘For the rest of that day and till evening 
of the next day the Prince and his party 
followed the tracks on foot.

** During all this time the royal party 
had been travelling in the lightest pos- 
sible way. We did all our cooking. and

“ After abandoning the hunt of the 
elephant the party returned to Maktau, 


where the news was received that on the 
previous day a good elephant had been | 


seen by scouts in the Kasigau area. Still 
using the train as a base, the party pro- 
ceeded to this district, again Starting out 
with a light safari. The tracks of the 
elephant were picked up and followed 
for a day and a half, but he proved a 
traveller, and so the chase had to be 
given un.” 

“It was the worst bit of luck that 
have experienced in the whole of my 
hunting career,” © exclaimed - Captain 
Finech-Hatton, “and it came at the 
worst possible time. Near Kasigau the 
Prince secured a fine buffalo, which he 
killed with his first shot—a splendid one.” 

THE PRINCE’S ENDURANCE. 

Captain Finch-Hatton estimates that 
during this short safari the party covered 
nearly one hundred miles on foot. 
Hunters have a saying here, “ one 
hundred miles—one elephant,’’ so it is to 
be hoped that the Pnnce is now about 
due to bag one. 

His Royal Highness has impressed 
everyone with whom he has come in 
contact; his native carriers not least, by 
his splendid walking prowess and endur- 
ance, particularly as he had come straight 
off the boat. The Prince is now looking 
the picture of health and fitness and 
showed that strenuous hunting has not 
tired him by playing golf at the Muthaiga 
Club this afternoon. 

Now that he has had a taste of the 
difficulties and disappointments — ol 
elephant hunting and found how exacting 
the sport can be, His Royal Highness has 
expressed the kcenest desire for more. 


AT NAIROBI. 

The arrival of the Prince at Nairobi 
to-day after his first safari was entirely 
private, in accordance with his wish. On 
leaving his special train His Royal High- 
ness drove quite unobserved from the 
station to Government House, where he is 
staying with Sir Kdward Grigg, the 
Governor, for a few days before going into 
the Masai game reserve with Captain 
Ritchie, the Game Warden, on a photo- 
graphic expedition. 

The Prince’s equerries, Colonel Piers 
Legh and Captaim Aird, who arrived here 
with him in the special train, have been 
shooting some fifty miles from the Royal 
party. They obtained a good bag, which 
included lion, rhinoceros, leopard, oryx 
and eland (oryx and eland are kinds of 
large antelopes). The Prince of Wales 
had intended joining them in the latter 
stages of the shoot, but his long pares 
of the big elephant caused the plans. to 
be changed, so that he did not moet them 
until they. were picked up by the train 
last night.

It was, therefore, surprising to find 
that Vatout had been strongly supported a 
few days after to win a substantial sum of 
money which emanated from an inspired 

uarter. Vatout and Slipper ran in the 
Cambritenibiice last year, and the former, 
who was the better on that occasion, finished 
a neck behind Double Life in a most exciting 
finish. Vatout was allowed to start at 50 to 
1 against, and his connections made no secret 
that they considered he had been given 
plenty of weight. Taking that form as his 
tyue running, they cannot complain of the 
weight allotted to him for this event, and 
he should confirm that running on the 
altered terms with Slipper, High Tide IV., 
Caballero, Elton and Ecilath. 

These five failed to obtain a place, and I 
do not remember that any of them ever held 
a winning chance in the race. Caballero, for 
instance, is allowed ólb., but Elton, who won 
this race last year, has a pull of 7lb. with 
Vatout. If Elton is back in his form he will 
be troublesome, but after the City and 
Suburban Mrs, Foster's horse trained off, and 
his two efforts over hurdles tell us nothing in 
his favour.

ROSOLIO II, 
Rosolio II. was unplaced to Vatout in the 


French Two Thousand Guineas, and failed to 
attract any attention in the French Derby, 
and later in the season Lord Michelham sent 
him over to be trained by Captain Bell at 
Lambourn. Twice he appeared in this coun- 
try in the backend, and on neither occasion 
was apparently fancied, as he started without 
any quotation in the betting. Vatout and 
Rosolio IJ. were running at even weights in 
France, but the latter has been allowed 21lb. 
on this occasion. Lord Michelham has been 
very successful in this other venture; and I 
am referring to that good-looking horse, 
Songe, who carried a 10ib, penalty and won 
the Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot. Songe took 
a considerable time to get acclimatised, and 
he was sent over in the autumn of the 
previous year. 

J. Dines has been engaged to ride Guards’ 
Parade in the Lincolnshire Handicap, and this 
powerful jockey has been associated with 
many successes for Sir Abe Bailey, who had 
a claim on his services prior to selling all 
his bloodstock two seasons ago. At that 
time Sir Abe was an ill man, but, fortunately, 
his improved health has caused him to become 
a keen supporter of racing again. 
PACGHALIK DOING WELL, 

Baron L. Tarragoya’s Pachalik, who 
trained by Colledge Leader at headquarters, 
is reported to be moving in good style, and 
may be heard of during the next few weeks, 
if it is decided to saddle him for the Lincoln- 
shire. Being a gelding he should be fit by 
the amount of work he has been 
doing, and his prospects on the form 
he displayed in this country last year 
are _— bright. He was sent over 
to compete in the Wokingham Stakes at 
Ascot, and could not have been seriously 
fancied, as he was amongst the unquoted 
division. Pachalik was conceding weighs al] 
round, and finished in the middle of the field, 
while in his other attempts he was prominent 
without being good enough to win. He is 
handicapped closely with Caballero on the 
Lingfield running, but now that he has 
become acclimatised Leader’s charge should 
be on the up grade. 

SELECTIONS.

MISTLETOI made a promising 
début at Gatwick recently, and may atone 
for her unlucky defeat. The Leicestershire 
Handicap Hurdle will be keenly contested, 
with Adage, Two Royals and Forbra in the 
field, and TWO RO ALS, who did well in 
his last race, should be well suited to this 
track, Forbra has an excellent record, but 
appears to be handicapped too closely to Two 
Royals, and I expect the last-named to win. 
CORDUROY has won his last two races in 
good style, and, in spite of having to en- 
counter such as Kakimono, Sanstrome and 
Appledore, Stanley Wootton’s colt should win 
the Kelby Hurdle.

FORWARDS WEAR DOWN 


THE FRENCH PACK. 
——- 


ROBSON'S BRILLIANT SCORE, 
ENGLAND, 11 POINTS; FRANCE, 5 
POINTS 


As ihe outcome of a tremendously hard 


struggle, fought out at a fine pace to the 


end, England defeated France at Twicken- 
ham on Saturday by 1 goal and 2 tries to 1 
geal. “There must have been well over 50,000 
people present, and long before the time 
fixed for the siart the gates were closed to 
all but tieket holders. 

The statement issued from the French 
eamp at Richmond on Friday evening, that 
Magnanca would be unable te play turned 
out to be ineorrect. Magnanou duly occu- 
pied his place as stand-off half, and played 
very well, so that what greunds existed for 
the announcement that he had not, recovered 
from the injuries sustained at Belfast it is 
Impossible to gather. 

The Frenchmen went off in a style that 
Suggested they might win, and in about a 
quarter of an hour were five points to the 
good. So far the Engtish team had appeared 
semewhat lethargic, the forwards taking a 
little time to settle down. Once, however, 
they had found their feet, as it were. the 
Fnelish pack was tremendous, and thence- 
forward gave a display which could scarcely 
have heen improved upon. 

Spong and Sobey, at half, backed them up 
splendidly, and even if the three-quarters 
ada not show up so well in attack as in de- 
fence England steadily began to have more 
of the game and to demonstrate that as 
plavers thev weve the more skilful side. No 
easy task was it to subdue the heavy, hard- 
tackling and fast French forwards, and Sam 
lucker, the England captain, soon realised 
that im the lines out England were being 
heaten. Very wisely, therefore. he always 
took a serum when it was Engiand’s ball. 
The Englieh forwards still had to work very 
hard, hut they established a superiority be- 
tare half-time; and were . definitely better 
after the change of ends. : 


: TUCKER'S HOOKING. 

_ No praise could be ioo high for the manner 
in which they stuck to their guns, scrum- 
maging im wondertul fashion, often holding 
the ball and coming through in a solid mass, 
while there were individual dribbles to re- 
lieve desperate situations.

THE EX-CHAIRMAN’S OPERA- 
TIONS CRITICISED, 


The report and accounts of the Inveresk 
Paper Co., Ltd., show that the profit for the 
year amounted to £181,794, as compared with 
£493,950 in the previous year. Dividends 
paid for the half-year to June 50, including 
the interim dividend on the Ordinary shares 
of 124 per cent., totalled £206,800, Thus the 
actual results of the year were insufficient 
to provide for the interim dividends paid by 
£98,000, and it was impossible. to pay the 
final dividend on the First and Second Pre- 
ference shares. 

The directors state that: they profoundly 
regret that the estimate of the gross and nef 
revenue for the year made by the ex-chair- 
man was erroneous and much in excess of the 
actual results. Profits from the Inveresk 
will show a reduction of £25,000, while divi 
dends and interest on investments and loans 
were £116,000 less than in 1928 . The div- 
dend received from the German company 
known as “ Koholyt A.G.'' was 14 per cent, 
as compared with 16 per cent. in the pre- 
vious year. On the other hand, expenses 
show a substantial increase, the main item 
being interest on bank leans, which the 
balance sheet shows amount to £1,151,955. 

A long report on the position of the com 
pany is made by Mr. D. H. Binder, the new 
chairman. In it he declares that the presen’ 
position is largely due to the policy of irdis- 
criminate expans:on initiated by Mr. Willia "n 
Harrison, the ex-chairman of the company, 
who, he alleges, committed the company to 
large transactions without previous consul- 
tation with the board. He declares that tho 
distribution in dividends of practically the 
whole of the revenue of the company and its 
subsidiaries depleted the working capital, 
and that prop-rties were purchased without 
proper investigation or regard for intrinsic 
value. 

Dealing with the investments of the com- 
pany, Mr. Binder said: “ It is difficult to re- 
concile with the normal expansion of a com 
pany manufacturing esparto paper the invest- 
ments of large sums of money in the purchase 
of shares in daily newspaper companies apd 
in a real property company, or in the launch- 
ing of a weekly newspaper. In many. of 
these investments I have reason to believe the 
company was committed by “Mr. Harrison 
without previous consultation with the board 
and some of the investments represent serious 
losses, and are the causes of other consulta 
tions.” 

Mr. Binder adds that the directors, by a 
collective letter, protested ainst Mr. 
Harrison exercising exceptional executive 
functions, and this not having ‘the. desired 
effect, his resignation from the chairmanship 
was insisted upon. ‘ He declines to resign 
from the beard," eontinnes Mr. Binder. “ and 
it, therefore, remains for the shareholders te 
decide at the general meeting whether it is 
not inimical to the company’s interests for 
him to continue as director.” 

Mr. B'nder devls in eetail, with the various 
eompanies in which the Inveresk holds shares, 
and points out that, in addition to the bank 
loans to the parent company, total loans. and 
overdrafts of subsidiary compsnies . exceeds 
£2,000,000. “There is no foundation, be said, 
for the suggestion that the company’s bankors 
have withdrawn credit. . Indéed, they have 
during the past few: months increased their 
advances beth to. the company. and to a 
number of its subsidiaries. «ole 3 

He refers to the competition that has 
existed within the group. of paper mills con- 
trolled by the company and to a latk ‘of 
cohesion as regards supplies of raw materi~ls, 
but he says that careful consideration has 
now . been Ea to arranging for co- 
ordination. Certrin assets mrst. be. carefully 
nursed, and it may be advisable to sell others, 
out the technical management is in carable 
hands, and by following a-policy of prncence 
and economy,. it should be possible with the

THE OUTLOOK. 

Political uncertainties, and especially the 
shadow of the Budget, are retarding the re- 
turn: of confidence, and investors must be 
prepared to take long views. Those who hold 
sound securities which have depreciated in 
consequence of liquidation should ‘not be 
hurried. into selling by predictions of disasters 
which may never happen (writes The Sunday 
Times). For those who have fresh capital 
‘to employ on the Stock Exchange there are 
good opportunities if the buyer is prepared 
to wait+for conditions to improve, but little 
inducement .exists. to speculate for . quick 

rofits; except perhaps in the case of 

hodesians.and Rubbers, which are compara- 
tively immune from political influences. Con- 
sidering the present Jevel of Bank rate, gilt- 
edged stocks generally are too cheap; and 
purchases .made now will sooner or later show 
a profit, though not necessarily in the near 
future.' Many Foreign Government, Bonds 
still offer good returns with moderate risk. 
The comparative steadiness of this market 
entitles it to more support from the investor 
who is mainly concerned. with. safety of 
capital combined with a reasonable return. 
Both Home and Argentine Rails are unduly 
depressed by liquidation, but except in the 
case of the Prict Charges these are bound to 
be influenced by speculation, which, in the 
present mood of .the Stock Exchange, is at 
i most synonymous, with ‘‘ bear selling.' Com. 
ing to Industrials, it is practically impossible 
to envisage a general revival so long as the 
Budget uncertainties exist and the future of 
trade is so obscure. There is too much 
sunken wreckage resulting from last year's 
‘storms to render’ the navigation of these 
waters safe or pleasant. It looks as if a 
long period of quiet business will be expe- 
rienced, and investors would do well to con- 
fine their attentions for the present to well. 
secured Pref. shares and Deb. stocks.

TIN PRODUCTION CONTROL. 

An official statement is made by the Anglo- 
Oriental Mining Corporation in its monthly 
bulletin, ‘‘ Tin,” regarding, the extent of the 
curtailment of production on its properties as 
a result of the Tin Producers’ Association's 
restriction recommendations. Production in 
January, it is stated, was 1,246 tons, showing 
a curtailment of 27.8 per cent., which is 
slightly greater than the measure contem- 
plated by the Association. The greatest 
degree of curtailment. was or from its 
Ses ey in Malaya and the East, where the 

antary output at 662 tons was 36.9 per cent. 
below the estimate of uncontrolied output. 
In Nigeria the amount of curtailment was 
14.5 per cent., and in Cornwall 7.8 per cent. 
The f2-hour weekly stoppage was applied on 
the Anglo-Oriental properties in Malaya from 
January 5, and.from January 25 plants were 
closed down for two weeks.

STAGNATION ON THE BERLIN STOCK 
EXCHANGE. 

The Berlin Correspondent of the Evening 
Standard wired on “Saturday :—‘‘ The 
stagnation on the Berlin Bourse this week, 
which was unprecedented in the history of 
the Stock market, extended to shares that 
hitherto have shown some life. In spite of 
this lack of energy, . however, quotations 

enerally managed to keep up to the level of 
the previous week, and the fluctuations of the 
stocks in which professional speculators were 
most interested were kept within five points, 
some favourites, such as Polyphon, Ise, 
Berger and Deutsche Atlanten, even improv- 
ing slightly. Siemens shares suffered as a 
result of the exchange of shares for Deben- 
tures, losing temporarily up to 15 points, but 
recovering later. At the end of the week 
bank shares showed a slight improvement, 
minings recovered some of their losses, and a 
slight. demand for dye shares on behalf. of 
foreign inyestors stimulated chemicals gene- 
rally. Among foreign shares, which, on the 
whole, have-. kept firm,. Mexicans and 
Serbians improved most. |
